A short time ago the listening public was treated 
to a demonstration of the supreme achievement of 
a university education in an enlightening quiz 
program broadcast over CKUA, the University. 
Radio in Edmonton, We strongly suspect the gentle- 
man who arranged the questions for this brilliant 
display of learning was either a man of evil intent, 
or a genuine humorist. A panel of learned pro- 
fessors confronted one of unlearned students with 
questions about English history. 

At least one student had the honesty—almost 
equal to George Washington's concerning the famous 
cherry tree—when he replied to a question: ‘Well 
I can only guess!"

Que.—-Whp was the father of James the First? 

Ans.—Charles the First. 

Of course it may be the quiz program was only 
a burlesque, or an educational “take, off” on modern 
education, but we rather suspect it was just a dem- 
onstration of the crass ignorance that passes today 
for education. The panel of students might be ex- 
cused on the grounds that our high school and public 
school education are at fault, but a demonstration 
of that regrettable fact should make the public 
wonder why so much is being spent on education. 

The professors gave an astounding revelation 
of a void that is not excusable. They also demon- 
strated the truth of the charge that university 
education today is not concerned with making 
scholars ‘but with turping out doctors, ‘dentists, 
lawyers and haberdashers, Certainly it looks as if 
there is no intention of turning out cultured men 
and women. Culture has little to do with an educa- 
tional system that con produce no better fron pro- 


fessors or students, After all, Winston Churchill 
wasn’t a university man, so a universily education 
is not essential to success, But at least a man tho 


hasn’t.aitended university may know he needs more 
education, and become self-educated in his daily 
life. Some such men reach great heights of learning 
and success. Pity the poor college graduate with a 
degree and no education! 


Sometimes we are prone to ask the ques- 
tion: Why go to Church? Sunday is a day 
free from labor and business responsibilities. 
Why not use it for rest, relaxation, sports 
and recreation? 

There are preachers in the pulpit who 
don’t help us much, admittedly, because in- 
stead of preaching spiritual truths they dally 
with comparatively trivial problems. Matters 
that affect our lives, it is true, but result 
in humdrum sermons of light consequence. 
Men and women living-in Canada today 
aren’t much in need of material wealth, and 
talking about it from the pulpit won’t get it 
for them, if they do need it, 

Ai the same time, we know that wher- 
ever the Chritian church has gone, faithful 
workers heve brought in missions, hospitals 
and schools. They have ministered to the 
physical needs of the people, and then 
preached the, gospel of salvation for their 
conversion and satisfying of their spiritual 
needs. For these material blessings we owe 
a debt to the Church. We can repay our 
debt and receive still greater gain for our- 
selves by attending church and looking t 
the pastor for messages of spiritual wort 
for the benefit of our souls. 


Hog Prices on Downward : 
Drift 


Hog prices have been on the skids. If 
it is any comfort to producers to know the 
reason, here it seems to be: The United 
States has raised a huge pig crop and prices 
there have dropped. This enabled 30,000,000 
pounds of U.S. pork to cross the line into 
Canada. . While Canadians have been swing- 
ing to pig meat instead of higher priced 
beef, the demand has not kept the price up. 
During October domestic consumption ran 
at the rate of 118,000 pigs a week. Three 
years ago 78,000: porkers a week was all the 
domestic market would absorb, 

Prices have gone down from a high of 
$40 a ewt. dressed weight in August to: 
around $27 at present. 

In Minnesota last week live hogs were 
selling for $18 per cwt., which is equal to 
$24 for dressed pork.

It was decided that further 
efforts should: be made to get 
action on various matters affect- 
ing farmers. To this end further 
negotiation with the Federal 
Government, with a delegation to 
follow, if necessary, was agreed 
upon. 

Program for 1952 was consid- 
ered at some length. HK was de- 
cided that a parity price for 
domestic wheat in Canada shou'd 
be the No. 1 objective. Other 
points placed on the forward 
policy for 1952 were: ‘Arbitration 
Board to review sett’ement under 
the 5-Year Pool’, “Price Equal- 
ization and Control”, ‘Settlement 
to Farmers for the, Excessive 
Grain Overages of 1945-50”, 
“Adoption of voluntary Requisi- 
tion System for Payment of Farm 
Union Dues”, “Direct Producer 
Representation on the Wheat 
Board”, and “Amendment of 
Agricultural Prices Support Act 
to include Cereal Grains’. . 

The question of holding another 
Inter-Provincial Farm Union Con- 
ference in 1952 was discussed. It 
was felt that this should be done 
and tentative p'ans were made for 
the holding of a conference at 
Saskatoon during the latter part 
of Ju'y. Guest speakers to be 
invited will include Mr. Patton, 
the National President of the 
Farmers’ Union of the U.S.A., and 
the Prime Minister of Canada, 
Hon. Mr. St. Laurent. 

The proposed extension of the 
International - Wheat Agreement 
was taken up and discussed at 
length. The Council agreed that 
in any future agreement, provi- 
sion should be made for much 
greater flexibility of price range, 
particularly under inflationary 
conditions. An annval review of 
price was suggested. It was de- 
cided to make representations in 
regard to this matter to the proper 
authorities when the negotiations 
for an extension of the agreement 
come up this summer. 

Officers of the Inter-Provincial 
Council were elected as fo lows: 
Chairman, J. L. Phelps, Saskatche- 
wan Farmers’ Union; vice-chair- 
man, Henry Young, Farmers’ 
Union of A’berta, and Jake 
Schulz, Manitoba Farmers’ Union; 
secretary, Mr. Blaine, Saskatche- 
wan Farmers’ Union Office. - 

Reports from the three prov- 
inces showed the Unions making 
good nrogress with Manitoba lead- 
ing the way with the greatest 
gain: All signs point to a very 
active vear in 1952.

Red Cross Home 


A tasty meal has been planned 
for patients’ first meal in the new 
A*‘berta Red Cross Chippled Chil- 
dren’s hospital in Calgary. After 
a fairly early morning move to 
the new hospital some time this 
week, the kiddies will be settled 
in their respective beds by noon 
and to greet them the dietician, 
Mrs. Sheila Dixon, has already 
plantied their luncheon. 

It will consist of minced meat 
patties with gravy, mashed pota- 
toes, peas and carrots, apple crisp 
pudding and milk. The staff eat 
the same us the children up to a 
certain extent although théy will 


‘be given deep fat fried foods at 


times as.well as various pies. 

Mrs, Dixon, in readying the huge 
kitchen for use, is a busy person. 
Much of this year’s pack in can- 
ned goods was bought last fall 
before the gradual rise in prices, 
but there are still many tag ends 
to be purchased. 

In addition, there will be foods 
to move from the old hospital 
though at present everything pos- 
sible is being used to save mov- 
ing ... just the same as the house- 
wife plans her moving from one 
house to another. 

Meat for the hospital is bought 
by the animal with a_ part-time 
butcher hired to do. the cutting. 

The staff from the old hospital 
will move to the new, supplement- 
ed by some additions. Some will 
come ahead to wash the walls and 
stainless steel facilities, scrub the 
floors and familiarize themselves 
with the entire department. All 
equipment has been tried and now 
the dietician must instruct her 
staff in the use of the various new 
pieces. ¥ 

One of the most interesting sec- 
tions, is the food storage division 
where, in one huge room, cases of 
canned goods are stacked and 
counted, A card system enables the 
dietician to keep strict count of 
every tin. 

There is also an enormous root 
cellar, filled with vegetables do- 
nated by various branches and 
individuals while five cold storage 
lockers are ready to receive both 
the meats purchased by the hos- 
pital and donated meats.
